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SECOND LETTER 


Of the Rev. J. A. Mason, once a Methodist Minister; 
but now a Roman Catholic Priest. 


My pear Frienp,—I have chosen my 
motto from Beza, as an instance of a cor- 
ruption of the word of God by this Protes- 
tant. 

Hannibal, when at the court of King An- 
tiochus, was invited to hear the eloquence of 
acertain peripatetic philosopher. The man 
harangued the assembly some hours on the 
duty of a Commander, and other military 
affairs, All were exceedingly delighted, ex- 
cept the great warrior himself, who, being 

ed his opinion of the speaker, said, he 
had seen many delirious old men, but no one 
80 delirious as Phormio. And the wise Tul- 
ly observes, that he did the man no injury; 
for what could be more arrogant than to be 
oquacious about affairs which he had never 
Managed, and of which he was entirely ig- 
norant? Methinks Chettle and Phormio are 
brothers. One is just as delirious, as igno- 
norant, and loquacious asthe other. A cer- 
tain class of Methodists, no doubt are delight- 
ed to hear him, though I understand many 
are not; but no one, who knows any thing 
about the subject of his discourse, can look 
Upon him as any thing better than deranged. 
0 my former letter, I have shewn plainly 
that the doctrine of the Real Presence has a 
solid foundation in the sacred scriptures, and 
bave detected the fraud of Dr. Clarke, and 
© ignorance of his man John, in their unit- 
endeavors to disprove it. I have shewn,

Catholics in our days. In this letter I shall | 
prove what was the doctrine of the Fathers, 


as to the substance and object of this mys- 


tery. 

Tertullian has been considered in the for- 
mer letter; but I shall adduce evidence from 
his writings a little later, to shew what was 
his faith on this point. Origen is not a man 
on whom even Dr. Clarke, or John Chettle 
can rely, for he taught the doctrine of Arius; 
namely, that the Word was only a minister 
of the Father, and that the Word and the 
Holy Ghost were made by him. He found- 
ed a sect called by his name, which the Ca- 
tholic Church condemned at that time. Still 
the sense of the passage cited by John Chet- 
tle is evidently the sense of the Catholic 
Church, and would have appeared more so, 
had not the passage been corrupted. He 
says, the food consecrated by the word of 


goes into the belly, and so into the draught, 
and this, viz: the material part, he calls the 
symbolical body. I have already observed, 
that what Origen calls “ the material part,” 
is a symbol, and may be liable, for ought we 
know, to the accidents of matter. Now let 
Origen have fair play and speak for himself, 
Hom. vii. in Numeros, he explains the Eu- 
charist by those words of St. John, cap. vi. 
55. Manna, he says, was meat to the Jews 
in type, but the flesh of the Son of God is 
meat to us in reality, Tunc in JEnigmate 
erat manna cibus, nunc aulem, specie caro, verbi 
Dei est verus cibus. But Origen said, “ there 
is in the New Testament, a jetter which kills 
him who doth not spiritually understand those 
things which are said. For if we take ac- 
cording to the letter that which is said—ex- 
cept you eat my flesh, and drink my blood, 
this letter kills;” most assuredly it does.— 
But, then, by spiritually understanding, Ori- 
gen means, with a spiritual mind and by faith, 
and for want of these qualities, John is among 
the slain. He understands, with the:carnal 








and unbelieving Jews, that we cannot receive 
the body and blood of Christ, but in a carnal 
manner, as we feed on the flesh of a beast 
from the shambles. Such an idea is as fool- 
ish as it is disgusting. I will refer him to St. 
Paul, speaking of the flesh and blood of man 
in its mortal and its glorified state. ‘“ Flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God.”” This taken in the abstract, would 
not be true, for flesh and blood can inherit 
the kingdom of God. But then he explains 
himself:—* All is not the same flesh, there 
are bodies celestial, and bodies terrestrial, 
but the glory of the celestial is one, and the 
glory of the terrestrial is another. It is sown 
in corruption, it is raised in corruption—It 
is sown in weakness, it is raised in power— 
It is sown a natural body, it is raised a spiri- 
tual body—And as we have borne the image 
of the earthly, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly,” &c. What blind unbelief 
it must be therefore, to suppose that the glori- 
fied body of the Lord is a mere mass of flesh, 
and liable to the same accidents. ‘ Truly 
the letter killeth.” 

The next on the list is St. Cyprian; Mr. 
Martyn’s friend, and consequently mine too. 
He says, the blood of Christ cannot seem to 
be in the cup, when there is no wine in it. 
And does it require much Noss to discover, 
that if our Lord ordained wine as the matter 
of tbe sacrament, water will not do? And 
that if there be no wine in the cbalice, there 
can be no mystical representation? It is 
precisely for this reason that the Priest puts 
wine*into the chalice at the offertory, that it 
may represent the blood, and mixes a little 
water with it, to represent the people as unit- 
ed to Christ, and also to represent the water 
which flowed with the blood from the side of 
our Saviour. But John concludes, if the 
symbolical wine be afterwards changed into 
the blood of Christ, for the same reason the 
water must be changed into the people!! I 
verily believe John must be a Materialist, 
for wherever he turns his head, he is sure to 
run one block against another. Had our

Lord told us, in regard to the water, that this 
was the case, we should have believed him, 
but till he does, we will leave the people qui- 
et at their prayers. 

Now comes the great St. Austin, doétor of 
the Church, and the Saint of my name; con- 
sequently, as a Catholic, I consider him my 
patron, and have always considered him as 
one of the most learned, wise, and triumph- 
ant defenders of our Holy Faith. If he turn 
out to be a Protestant, 1 will never sign my 
name A. Mason again. Well, my hero, 
what have you tosay of him? ‘“ Why, he 
calls the elements of the sacrament a figure.” 
You thick-headed mati, have I not told you 
he is not a Protestant for that! Go on my 
man! “ But he represents our Lord telling 
the Jews—ye are not to eat that body which 
ye see, and drink that blood which shall be 
shed by those who shall crucify me; I have 
commended to you a sacrament, which being 
spiritually understood, will give you life.” — 

either ishe a Protestant for all this, any 
_ more than St. Paul, who says, “ that which 
thou sawest, thou sawest not that body which 
shall be,” and yet our body after the resur- 
rection will be the same, as to its identity and 
substance, though not as to the manner of 
being, or the properties of that substance; 
and this the same Apostle asserts, when he 
says ‘‘ God giveth to every seed its own bo- 
dy,” so that although the original seed dies 
and corrupts, the germ is the same body, so 
also in the resurrection of the dead. In the 
same manner St. Augustin shews the dif- 


shine upon me, inflame me, illuminate and 
sanctify thy vessel; purify me from all ma- 
lice, fill me with thy grace, and keep me full; 
that, for the salvation of my soul, I may eat 
the food of thy flesh, in order that by feeding 
on thee, I may live from thee, live throug 
thee, come to thee, and repose in thee.”— 
He also prays that Jesus Christ would give 
him contrition of heart, and a fountain of 
tears, while he assists at his holy altar, and 
offers the mystery of redemption, that won- 
derful and celestial sacrifice, worthy of all 
reverence and devotion. This language is 
as beautiful as it is strong, in proof of the 
most adorable sacrifice of the altar. I could 
easily multiply passages from this father quite 
as strong and clear; indeed, his whole lan- 
guage is an epitome of his faith. O thou 
seraphic doctor, may my faith ever be a co- 
py of thine, and may I ever express my gra- 
titude forthe knowledge of it in your memory. 
“Too late have I known thee, O ancient 
Truth! Too late have I loved thee, O ancient 
Beauty!” 

That our canon law denies the Real Pre- 
sence, is a supposition which no one will be- 
lieve; however as John misunderstands the 
language of our own Church, which every 
body knows holds the Real Presence, people 
will discover what credit is to be attached to 
his other comments. 

Next comes Gelasius, whom he calls Pope,

|sense is certainly understood, for we see the 
|sense of other writers miserably falsified.— 
| However, this author, whoever he be, is ar- 
| guing against the Eutychians, who held, that, 
by the union of the divine and human nature 
in Christ, they became one, and consequent- 
ly the human partook of the properties of 
the divine nature. To shew the fallacy of 
this, the author refers to the blessed sacra- 
ment, and endeavours to shew that whatever 
change takes place, the elements still retain 
their former properties. His words are et 
tamen esse non desinit substantia vel natura 
panis et vini, “ and yet the substance, or na- 
ture of bread and wine does not cease.”— 
This expression, “ or nature,” is evidently 
used by the author to soften down the former 
expression, because he knew the substance 
was changed in the Eucharist, and therefore 
adds “or nature,” by which he evidently 
means the natural properties of the species, 
and as such is no contradiction to the faith 
of the Church. Facundus, was not a mem- 
ber of the Church, and though his expres- 
sions are easily explained, I shall not be at 
the pains of vindicating a man who did not 
obey the authority of the Church. Schism 
is always the high road to heresy, still his 





faith was pure, for any thing there is in this 
quotation. 

Our author pretends that this doctrine was 
first started in the council of Constantinople, 
7154. Du Pin, speaking of the doctrine of 
the 4th age, says, ‘“‘the Real Presence was 
positively asserted,” and we shall prove it to 
be as old as Christianity. 

1. St. Ignatius, Bishop of Antioch, in his 

Epistle to the Church at Smyrna, speaking 
of certain hereties of that time, says: “ they 
abstain from the Eucharist and oblation, be- 
cause they do not confess the Eucharist to 
be the flesh of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
suffered for our sins.” In his epistle to the 
Romans in the year 98, he calls the Eucha- 
rist “the bread of God—the bread of life— 
which is the flesk of Jesus Christ.” He suf 
fered mattyrdom, torn to pieces by wild 
beasts, in the year 107, or 8. 
St. Justin the Martyr, in Apol. 2. ad dn 
ton. says: ‘ we do not take those as common 
bread and common wine; but as Jesus Christ 
our Saviour was incarnate by the word of 
God, and had flesh and blood for our salva- 
tion, so we are taught, that the food, by which 
our flesh and blood by transmutation are 
nourished, when consecrated by the prayers 
of his word, is made the flesh and blood of 
the same incarnate Jesus.” 

Tertullian, Lib de Resurr. says, “ the flesh 
is fed by the body and blood of Jesus Christ, 
that the soul may be fed by God.” 

St. Irenaus— How say they that the 
flesh shall come into corruption and not re- 
ceive life, which is nourished with the body 
and blood of our Lord.” Lib. 4, Adver. 
Heres. 

St. Cyprian, who died about the year 259, 
speaking of the impious, says: “ they invade 
the body of the Lord they offer violence to 
his body and blood, and sin much more with 
their hands and mouth than when they deny 
the Lord.” 

St. Cyril, Bishop of Jerusalem, who died 
in the year 386, says, Catech. 4, ‘ when 
Christ pronounced and said of the bread— 
“this is my body,” who dares dispute? And 
when he said, “this is my blood””—who will 
doubt, saying this is not his blood?” 

Ihave already given quotations from St. 
Augustin, and could multiply scores of equal- 
ly strong passages from Eusebius, St. Gre- 
gory of Nyssa, St. Hilary, St. Ambrose, St. 
Jerom, St. Chrysostom, and others. 

This doctrine of the Catholic Church is 
taught by the Greek Schismatical Church, 
as is abundantly proved by Perpetuite de la 
Foi. In the Ethiopic church, immediately 
after the words of consecration are pronoune- 
ed, the people exclaim, “ Amen, Amen, 
Amen, we believe and confess and praise 
thee, O Lord our God—this is truly thy bo- 
dy.” [ Continued.

The Jesuit Order is too well known to be 
composed of men of transcendant and inde- 
fatigable zeal for the glory of God, to. render 
it necessary for me to make any comment 
upon this young gentleman, as a Priest; it 
may be sufficient to state, that his amiable 
disposition and many virtues, entitle him to 
the appellation of a true and deserving son 
of St. Ignatius.

“This is 
Antichrist who denieth the Father and the 
Son.” Does this prove that the Pope is An- 
tichrist? Such an inference would prove 
that he who would say so, ought to be ac- 
commodated with a strait jacket instead of a 
Pulpit : verily, may such a one, if he spoke 
in the malice, or pride of his heart, be reck- 
oned among the “‘ many Antichrists.”. What 
would you think, Sir, if St. Paul’s “man of 
sin,”’ were to apply to the Great Antichrist, 
who is to come before the end of the world? 
There are many commentators who apply 
it to Mahomet, and are there any who apply | 
it to Martin Luther? Away then with this 
Methodistic malice, or ignorance. But, 
Christian readers, what language can be too 
severe in punishing the insolence of a man, 
whe is styled a Methodist Preacher, and who 
has the unwarrantable audacity to assert that 
Roman Catholics adore Saints and Angels ! 
Horrid must be Methodism when it resorts to 
falsehoods, misrepresentation, and, (we are 





sorry to add,) even antichristian lies, to en- 


so as to extract a wretched livelihood by 
such gross and wicked imposition. Such as- 
sertions and such conduct, speak volumes of 
morality for such a ministry! In a wanton 
wrecklessness for truth, it flies in the face 
of the Commandment: “ Thou shalt not bear 
false witness against thy neighbor.”—The 
horrid slanderer uses the following words of 
the Protestant Bishop Newton, who derived 
his Salary from calumniating Catholicity, un- 
der one of the most corrupt governments in 
the Universe, we of course mean that of Pro- 
testant Britain. ‘The true Christian wor-

We refer the deluded man to 
the article headed the *“ True ReEuicion,” in 
the present Number, and in the mean time 
will only say, that the Catholic Church, and 
the Roman Catholic Church have been con- 
sidered as synonimous by a decided majority 
of heretics. Let a stranger enter this, or 
any other city in which there is a Catholic 
Church, let him enquire even of a ranting 
Methodist, which is the way to it, the Me- 
thodist will not, in as much as he cannot with 
a safe conscience, take him to any Sectarian 
meeting-house; but will tell him the street in 
which the Catholic, or which is the same, 
the Roman Catholic Church is situated. It 
was so even in the days of the Great St.

The assent of na- 
tions ; her authority first established by mir- 
acles, cherished by hope, extended by chari- 
ty, strengthened by the lapse of years; the 
succession of pastors from the chair of Peter, 
to whom the Lord committed the care of

lastly the name itself of Catholic.t These,

adds: ‘* But unlicss the authority of this 
church induced me to it, I would not belieye 
the gospel.{ As then I obey those who say 
to me—Believe the gospel: so, why should 
I not obey them, when they say :—Believe 
not the Manicheans? Contra.ep. Fundam. T. 
vi. p. 46. See also Ep. 145. ad Generosum, 
T. ii. p. 286.—He then‘gives the succession 
of Roman bishops from St. Peter to Anasta- 
sius. 

In a word, the Catholic Church is called 
Roman, because it is in communion with 
the Church of Rome, where the chief Bishop, 
or Pope, the visible head of the Christian 
Church has fixed his see. 

This poor deluded man states that it is 
contrary to the advice of St. Paul for Bishops 
not to marry and cites the following hack- 
neyed and misinterpreted texts as a justifi- 
cation.—‘ A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife. Let the deacons 
be the husbands of one wife.” We would 
ask, is it a requisite in order to be either a 
Bishop, or Deacon to have a wife? Lost as 
this man seems to be to all sense of Logic, 
and of facts he cannot say that it is; for he 
would then make St. Paul’s doctrine contra- 
dict his practice. Do these texts signify that 
a Bishop, or a Deacon must keep but one 
wife? Even he must see the folly of such an 
interpretation, for to keep two wives at a 
time (a privilege that St. Luther however 
allowed Philip, Landgrave of Hesse) is con- 
trary both to the Old and New Testament. 
Do these texts mean, that the individual, who 
is the Bishop, or Deacon must have never 
married but once, and that he can never mar- 
ry a second time? If so, ‘“ Bishop Newton,” 
the Magnus Apollo, of poor Mr. Richardson 
stands condemned; for his biography (see 
Lempriere’s Universal Biography) assures 
us that he had been twice married. Or, final- 
ly do they mean that said individual is re- 
quired to have his wife living at the time, or 
that he must be a widower, when he is to be 
(ceteris paribus) a candidate for the sacred 
office of Bishop, or Deacon? 

Such then are the various interpretations 
of which these texts are susceptible ; and in 
this labyrinth of uncertainty, to find the true 
meaning, the conscientious man is complete- 
ly lost; to remedy which defect of private 
judgment, the Saviour foreseeing the horrid 
perversions to which the Sacred Scriptures 
would be exposed from flesh and blood, in 
which a false Reformation so freely indulged, 
had thought proper to establish an unerring 
tribunal in his Church, to guard and direct 
his children in the true path. That tribunal 
has wisely decreed to have her clergy imitate 
the purity, self renunciation, and voluntary

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rivations of single life, after the example 
of the Melchisedec, of the Old and New Law, 
and like the Apostles, who renounced all and 
walked in the footsteps of their Redeemer, to 
devéte themselves to his cause, and hence St. 
Paul says, “tre that is without a wife, is so- 
licitous for the things that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please God.” 1 Cor. 7 chap. 
32 ¥. 

The Church, at the commencement, in or- 
der to procure suitable Priests, was under 
a necessity to select men, who had been mar- 
ried, but who, like St. Peter and his wife, 
had voluntarily and permanently separated 
for the promotion of their own sanctification 
and Christ’s eternal glory: but where, we 
would ask those uxorious, sectarian ministers, 
does it appear that the Roman Catholic Cler- 
gy had lived as married men, from the mo- 
ment they commenced the sacred functions of 
the Priesthood? True it is that the Catho- 
lic Church may, should she think it advisable, 
repeal the law of clerical celibacy; but an 
enactment so salutary and wise, so important 
to the spiritual interests of the clergy and lai- 
ty, so venerable for its antiquity, so produc- 
tive of eminent sanctity, and so much respect- 
ed even by libertinism itself, will not, cannot 
be rescinded, unless for the most powerful 
and transcendent considerations. 

Marriage is, or may be honorable in all, 
whose previous obligations do not prevent it; 
for every one is bound to perform his vow to 
the Lord. Apostolic usage, therefore, as well 
asa Law of the Holy Catholic Church, is op- 
posed to the marriage of Clergymen, the pro- 
fligate Martin Luther and his associates be- 
ing to the contrary, notwithstanding. A doc- 
trine, therefore, of this kind, which throws 
such restraint upon the Jibidinous appetites 
of the corrupted heart, must, as it is natural 
to presume, raise against the Holy Catholic 
Church, the hue and cry of many an igno- 
rant, lecherous and malicious cur. With this 
we take leave of Mr. Richardson ; and mean- 
lime, assure him, that he is as wofully des- 
titute of the art of Logic, as unjustifiably ig- 
horant, or malicious in his representation of 
Catholic Doctrine. On the whole, we 


_ ate really at a loss whether to impute the 


eflrontery and nonsense of his last ‘ reply ” 
to an unrighteous purpose, or to his otherwise 
deplorable ignorance.

About a couple of weeks since, three men, 
calling themselves Oliver Cowdry, David 
Whitmer, and Martin Harris, appeared in 
our village, laden with a new revelation, 
which they claim to be a condict to the New 
Testament. They preached in the evening 
in the Methodist Chapel, and from certain 
indications, conceiving they might do more 
good elsewhere, departed for Kirtland, where 
is a ‘“‘common stock family,” under the 
charge of Elder Rigdon, a Cambelite leader 
of some notoriely. ‘The men claim to act un- 
der a “ commission written by the finger of 
God ”—they are very enthusiastic, tolerably 
resolute—but from what we can learn need 
that steadfast determined resolution and po- 
pular talent which are necessary to secure 
any considerable degree of success In a new 
project. 
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The account which they give is substanti- 
ally as follows:—At a recent period, an an- 
gel appeared to a poor weeny man residing 
in, or near Palmyra, in Ontario county, in the 
State of New-York, and directed him to open 
the earth at a place designated, where he 
would find the new revelation engraved on 
plates of metal. In obedience to the celes- 
tial messenger, Smith repaired to the spot, 
and on opening the ground, discovered an 
oblong stone box, tightly closed with ce- 
ment. He opened the sacred depository, 
and found enclosed a bundle of plates resem- 
bling gold, carefully united at one edge with 
three silver wires, so that they opened like a 
book. The plates were about seven inches 
long and six broad, and the whole pile was 
about seven inches long and six broad, and 
was about six inches deep; each plate about 
the thickness of tin. They were engraved in 
® character unintelligible to the learned men 
of the United States, to many of whom it is 
said they have been presented. The angel 
afterwards appeared to the three individuals, 
and showed them the plates.

They 
say it was written by the prophets of God dur- 
ing the period embracing the time of 600 
years before, and several hundred after, the 
Christian era. It predicts, we understand, 
almost all events which have come to pass, 
such as the American Revolution, &c. 

These men are believed by their followe7s 
to be prophets—and they say that the world 
is soon to come to an end—within fifteen 
years at longest. 

By the word coming to an end, they only 
mean that the incorrigible will be cut off by a 
variety of means, leaving only the true be- 
lievers. They have now gone west for a 
country they know not where, west of the 
Mississippi, where they say is the Holy Spot, 
and there they are to establish a new Jeru- 
salem, into which they say will be gathered 
all the natives, who they say are the descend- 
ants of Manasseth. They are led by the spi- 
rit, and will know the ground when they place 
their feet on it. 

Immediately after their arrival here, Elder 
Rigdon embraced the new doctrine, and was 
baptized for the third time—once, as a regu- 
lar Baptist—once, as a Campbelite—and 
now, as a disciple of the new revelation! He 
says he has hitherto, ignorantly, preached 
heresy. His flock, we understand, have 
principally followed their shepherd, and some 
for the third time, have gone down into the 
water. We are told that the number baptiz- 
ed into the new order, is upwards of one hun-

SOME THOUGHTS ON THE PRINCIPLE OF RELI- 
GIOUS TOLERATION. 

He who is not with me, is against me: and he, who 

gathereth not with me, scatters. Luke xi. 23. 

Many are apt to entertain a particular an- 
tipathy to the Catholic Church, on account 
of her supposed intolerant principle, of deny- 
ing salvation to all, who are not of her own 
communion. Yet every Protestant Sect, and 
particularly the Church of England, holds it 
necessary for salvation, lo be of the true 
Church. And as each of them, in its turn, 
has given itself out for the only true Church, 
so each in its confessions of Faith has more, 
or less explicitly maintained that out of its 
own communion, there is no salvation. I 
cannot, therefore, well perceive why the Ca- 
tholic Church should be deemed more illibe- 
ral and intolerant than the Protestant Church- 
es, for holding a doctrine which they have all 
professed. I should rather think her to be 
much less so, as she is universal, and extend- 
ed as to time and place: for, it were surely 
more intolerant aad illiberal in only a national, 


or but partly a national church, or local seet 
to hold forth such a doctrine; than it would - 
in one that has existed in all ages, since our 
Saviour’s time; that has been and still is the 
established religion of the far greater part of 
Christendom; and that is to be found in al} 
the nations of the earth, and in. counttieg 
where the dissentient creeds of protestantism 
were never known. 

But the Catholic Church is not so illiberal 
in this respect, as she is supposed to be by 
those who know her not. She admits, what 
reason indeed shews must be the case, that 
Almighty God requires impossibilities of no 
one. So that, if we can but suppose any in 
the absolute impossibilities of coming to the 
knowledge of the truth, but who strictly ob- 
serve and practice what their conscience tells 
them is right; such are deemed virtually her 
children, capable of being saved through the 
superabundant merits of the Redeemer who 
died for all men; and by whom alone all, that 
are saved, are saved. But this she maintains 
does not in the least supersede the absolute 
obligation every one is under of inquiring af 
ter the truth, whenever there is the least 
cause for doubt; and of embracing it, when 
found.

DIALOGUE IV. 
ON CATHOLICITY, THE THIRD MARK, 


Q. Pray, what does the word Catholic 
mean? 

A. The word Catholic means Uniwersal, 
that is, spread over the known world, And 
this Gospel shall be preached in the whole world, 
for a testimony to all nations. Matt. xxiv. 14. 
Go we therefore and teach all nations. Matt. 
xxviii. 19. Go ye into the whole world, and 
preach the Gospel to every creature. Mark, 
xvi. 15. 

Q. Do not the Protestants say that theirs 
is the Holy Catholic Church, and ours the 
Roman Catholic Church? 

A. The parsons indeed say this to blind 
the ignorant people, and that is all, That 
the Protestant Religion is not holy, I have 
sufficiently proved in treating on the second 
mark, Holiness; and that it is not Catholic, I 
shall prove to you by the following argument. 
First, the Protestant Religion in Great Bri- 
tain, as it is established by law, is a Religion 
by itself; distinct is its faith and worship, 
and different from every other sect of Pro- 
testants. ‘ Our Articles,? says the Protes- 
tant Bishop of Lincoln; ‘‘ Our Articles and 
Liturgy do not correspond with the senti- 
ments of any of the eminent Reformers on 
the Continent, or with the creeds of any of 
the Protestant Churches which are there es- 
tablished.” (1) Consequently, the Protestant 
Religion of that nation is the Religion of on- 
ly that one nation, Now let me ask the good 
sense of any Protestant, if the Religion of a 
single nation; the Religion of a small Island; 
the Religion of a little corner of the world, 
and of a mere handful of men, is a Catholic 
Religion? you might as well call England the 
Universe, as call the Protestant Religion 
Catholic, for Catholic is the same as Unwer- 
sal. Again, the Catholic Church is that 
Church into which all nations flow.” Now 
the Protestant Church of that nation consists 
of little, or nothing else byt Englishmen.— 
But I have even said too much, ‘for it is by 
no means true, that all Englishmen, or yet 
the greater part of Englishmen, are mem- 
bers of the Protestant Church: for the great- 
ér part. of Englishmen are not its members. 
Therefore the Protestant church consists of 
a mere handful of people, of a small portion 
of a small community, in a small Island, and 
consequently cannot be Catholic, or Univer- 
sal. The true Church must be Universal in

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point of time as well as place. For “ the true 
Church,” says a Protestant bishop, Dr. Tom- 
line, “‘ was designed not only to be Universal 
but Perpetual.” Therefore, the true Church 
has existed always; from the age of the 
Apostles, down to the present day. But the 
Protestant Church has not existed always, 
from the age of the Apostles down to the 
present day. For we know exactly the be- 
ginning of the Protestant religion in Eng- 
land: the history of the men who formed it; 
the occasion which gave it birth; the plots 
and crimes which accompanied and helped 
to establish it: and from these we know that 
it is new, and not yet three hundred years 
old; we know that it is a creature of yester- 
day and consequently can no more claim the 
title of Catholic in point of time, than it can 
in point of place. 452 

& Is then the Roman Catholic Church 
spread over the whole world? 

A. Yes; the Roman Catholic church is 
spread throughout the known world. The Ro- 
man Catholic religion is the established reli- 
gion of the several States of Italy, of most of 
the Swiss cantons, of Piedmont, of France, of 
Spain, of Portugal, and of the Islands in the 

editerranean; of more than five parts out 
of six of Ireland, of far the greater part of 
the Netherlands, Poland, Bohemia, Germa- 
ny, Hungary, and the neighboriag Provinces; 
and in those kingdoms aud states in which it 
is not the established religion, the Catholics 
are very numerous, as in Holland, Rus- 
sia, Turkey, the Lutheran and Calvinistic 
states of Germany and England. Even in 
Sweden and Denmark several Catholic con- 
gregations are to be found. All the great fa- 
milies of Europe are Roman Catholics, as 
the Protestants themselves are forced to con- 
fess, when they say that “ as his late Majes- 
ty King George the Third, could not espouse 
a Roman Catholic, he was precluded from 
intermarrying in any of the great families of 
Europe.” (1) The whole vast continent of 
South America may be said to be Catholic; 
the same may be said of the empire of Mex- 
ico, and the kingdoms in North America, in- 
cluding California, Cuba, Hispaniola, &c. 
Canada and Louisiana are chiefly Catholic, 
andthroughout the United Provinces the €a- 
tholic religion is propagated. To say noth- 
ing of the Islands of Africa inhabited by Ca- 
tholics, such as Malta, Madeira, Cape Verd, 
the Canaries, the Azores, Mauritius, Goree, 
&c. There are numerous churches of Ca- 
tholics in Egypt, Ethiopia, Algiers, Tunis, 
and the other Barbary states on the Northern 
coast, and thence in all the Portuguese, set- 
tlements along the Western Coasts, partieu- 
larly at Angola and Congo. Even on the 
Eastern Coast, for instance, in the kingdom 
of Zanguebar and Monomotapa, are nume- 
rous churches. There are also numerous 
Catholic priests and many bishops, with nu- 
merous flocks, throughout the greater part of 
Asia. All the Maronets about Mount Liba- 
nus, with their bishops, priests, and monks, 
are Catholics; so are many of the Arminians, 
Persians and other Christians of the sur- 
rounding kingdoms and provinces. (2) The 
whole population of the Phillipine Islands, 
consisting of two millions of souls, aré-all Ca-

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tholic. The diocess of Goa, contains four 
hundred thousand Catholics. In short, there 
are numbers of Catholics throughout the 
whole Peninsula of India within the Ganges. 
In Travancor and Cochin, are a Gatholic 
Archbishopric, and two Bishoprics, one of 
which contains thirty-five thousand communt- 
canis. (1) There are numerous Catholic 
flocks, with their bishops and priest, in all 
the kingdoms and states beyond the Ganges, 
particularly in Siam, Cochin China, Tonquin, 
and the different provinces of the Chinese 
Empire. Since then, the Roman Catholic 
church is not confined to a little Island, but 
is taught in almost all the kingdoms of the 
earth, and in every corner of the known 
world, it follows of course that she is the true 
Catholic, or Universal church. ‘The Roman 
church is also Catholic in point of time; for 
she has existed always, from the age of the 
apostles down to the present day. That the 
Teenie Catholic religion came down from 
the time of the apostles is a truth which the 
Protestants cannot with any consistency de- 
ny; for in their book of homilies, they declare 
that all the world was Popery, and that for 
more than eight hundred years before the 
reformation. epier, a Protestant writer, 
says, ‘that from the year of Christ, 316, the 
Papistical reign had begun, reigning univer- 
sally and without any debatable contradic- 
tion, 1260 years.” (2) Again, “ The pope 
and clergy have possessed the outward visi- 
ble church 1260 years.” (3) and this before 
the reformation. home, the four Protestant 
annalists say, “‘that the straw and stubble 
of the Papistical religion began, even from 
the age immediately after Christ and his 
apostles.” Thus has God confounded the 
enemies of his holy church, by making them 
become witnesses of the truth, and proclaim 
themselves, that the Catholic religion has 
come down from the time of the apostles, in 
those very writings which they intended for 
the bitterest reproaches against her. Since 
then the Protestant writers acknowledge that 
the Roman Catholic Church has come down 
from the time of the apostles to the present 
day, it follows, of course, that she is truly 
Catholic in point of time as well as in point 
of place; and, therefore, most certainly has 
the third mark of the true church of God. 


DIALOGUE V. 
ON APOSTOLICITY, THE FOURTH MARK. 


Q. You say the true church must also be 
Apostolical ? 

A. Yes; the true church was established 
by our divine Saviour, and governed by the 
apostles; for you are built, says St. Paul, u 
on the foundation of the apostles—Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief corner stone; Ephes. ii. 
20. and no one can lay any other foundation 
but that which is laid. 1 Cor. iii. 11. Indeed, 
that the true church must be apostolical, that 
is, the same as the apostles established, no 
consistent Protestant can call in question. 

Q. Do not Protestants say that their church 
is the very same church as that which the 
apostles governed?

A. They say so indeed, but without the least 
semblance of truth; since her beginning, her 
doctrine, her orders and her mission are all 
new; they are of her own making, and there- 
fore, do not come down from the apostles. 
The Protestant book of Homilies, declares 
“that every man, woman and child of the 
christian world was drowned in damnable 
idolatry, or popery, as they nicknamed the 
Catholic religion, and this for more than 800 
years.” Where then was the Protestant 
church all this time? Was she a christisn 
church, and yet in no part of the christian 
world? She could not be in the world at all, 
because all the world was overrun with Po- 
pery, as the Protestants allow. The plain 
truth of the matter is, that the Protestant re- 
ligion had no being at all before the sixteenth 
century; and therefore, came into the world 
fifteen hundred years too late to be apostoli- 
cal. 

2ndly. The Protestant church has not re- 
ceived her doctrine from the apostles; that 
is, she does not teach the same doctrine which 
they taught, but a doctrine of her own mak- 
ing; as can be easily shewn from the histo- 
ries and records of the church. We will 
just examine a few of the doctrines that were 
taught in the five first ages, when, the Protest- 
ants say, the church was pure and had taught 
the doctrine of the apostles. In those times, 
we find that the bishops and priests of the 
church believed and taught the people, that 
there were seven sacraments,—-all instituted 
by our Lord, whereby the merits of his pas- 
sion are applied to the soul of the worthy re- 
ceiver; (1) that in the blessed sacrament of 








the Eucharist, there is truly and really the 
body and blood of Christ, under the appear- 
ance of bread aud wine. (2) The holy sacri- 
fice, or mass, (3) the confession of sins, (4) 
indulgences, (5) purgatory, and prayers for 
the dead; that the souls in purgatory are 
helped by our prayers, (6) and that it is good 
and profitable to ask the angels and saints to 
pray for us, &c. (7) Now all these doctrines 
were believed and taught by those very ages 
in which the Protestants say, that the church 
was pure and taught the doctrines of the 
apostles: and yet the Protestant church will 
not teach these doctrines now, but quite the 
opposite. For example, the Protestant church 
teaches that there are only two sacraments: 
that the Lord’s supper is nothing but bread 
and wine; that the mass is idolatry: that con- 
fession of sins is nothing but priestcraft: that 
indulgences give a license to commit sin: that 
there is no such a place as purgatory: that 
we must not pray for the dead: that prayers 
for the dead can do no good: and Jastly, that 
we must not ask the saints and angels to

pray for us, because it is idolatry. From 
these few examples, we see that the Protes. 
tant church does not teach the same doctrines 
that were taught in the five first ages; and 
therefore the doctrines of the Protestant 
church are not apostolical. 

3rdly. The Protestant church has not re- 
ceived her orders from the apostles, or their 
lawful successors; and therefore her parsons 
are no priests, and consequently cannot be 
true ministers of the church of God. The 
Protestant church could not receive her or- 
ders from the apostles themselves, because 
the apostles had been dead for more than 
1500 years before there was either a Protes- 
tant bishop, or parson in the world.—2ndly, 
She has not received her orders from their law- 
ful successors, but from one Barlow, who had 
never received orders himself, “‘ for this Bar- 
low was never made bishop by even any pre 
tended consecrator whatever. Nor arethere 
any records in being in the world, that give 
the least hint of his ever being consecrated,” 
(1) Since then Barlow had received no Or- 
ders either from the apostles, or their lawful 
successors, it is very clear, that Barlow could 
not ordain Parker, on whom must be built, 
as on a foundation, the whole episcopacy and 
priesthood of the Protestant church of Eng- 
land; because he could not give him those 
orders which he himself had not received; 
therefore the Protestant orders are not apos- 
tolical. But supposing that Barlow had re- 
ceived proper orders, still he could not give 
them to the Protestant church; because they 


for more than 110 years, from 1552 till 1662. 
In 1662 they made a new ordinal; but unfor- 
tunately, there was no one to use it; because, 
during 110 years there was no other ordinal 
in being, but only that made by king Edward 
VI. which was null and invalid; so that in all 
those 110 years there could be neither priest 
nor bishop made, for want of a valid ordinal 
to ordain them by.—Consequently there could 
not be one bishop in the whole church of 
England in the year 1662, to consecrate oth- 
ers by the new made ordinal, therefore, there 
are neither bishops nor priests in the Protes- 
tant church of England. Again, the Protes- 
tant parsons are no priests for another rea- 
son; when they were made parsons they 
not intend to receive the power of OFFERING 
UP SACRIFICE, neither did the bishops intend 
to give them such power, therefore they are 
no priests, because the very essence of the 
priesthood consists in OFFERING UP SACRIFICE, 
without which power no man can possibly be 
a priest according to St. Paul; for every 
priest is ordained that he may offer up sacrifices 
for sins. Heb. vy. 1. Such then being the 
case, let us hear what Dodwell, a Protestant 
writer, says, “ that where there is no episc0- 
pal ordination, there is no ministry, no $a 
crament, no church. Men are out of the 
—_— of grace, and hope of salvation.’
